2004, the additional word "convex" included in the specification changes the scope of the original definition of "least energy surface" 
which stated that the curves would include, for example convergent-divergent and ellisoidal curves in addition control curves curving 
outward in a convex shape In the event new matter is added to the specification which affects the interpretation of the claim language, it 
is proper to extend both a specification objection and 35 (JSC 112 1st new matter rejection (MPEP 706.03(o)]. 

Since the amended specification including the new wording was not entered and the original definition of least energy surface does not 
include or exclude any curve structure, then the Levy reference still applies. 
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
